Dunham said that the evalua- 
tion revealed Conlon’s weakest 
area was his relation with the 
Continuing Education students. 
Most students did not know who 
he was or what type of service he 
should provide. She explained 
that the Dean of Student Devel- 
opment staff is to work with the 
president, planning committee 
and student policy committee to 
“ensure that the college provide 
developmental programs for stu- 
dents which fulfill the mission and 
goals of the college.” 

As acting dean, Conlon has 
been working with a team ap- 
proach that utilizes the full 
capacities of the members of his 
staff. He said that most of the staff 
are as new to Clarke as he is and 


manager, did extensive research 
before making a decision about 
the new program. They visited 
two colleges that use this sort of 
program (Bethel College in St. 
Paul and Western Illinois Uni- 
versity in Macomb) and found it to 
be very popular with students and 
administration alike. 

According to Pitz, Clarke’s new 
program will have a number of 
advantages. First of all, students 
will be paying for what they get. 
With the present system, students 
who are light eaters end up pay- 
ing more to compensate for hea- 
vier eaters. The new food plan en- 
sures more propriety in billing. 

Secondly, the new program en- 
courages less waste. With the 
present system, approximately 22 
cents is wasted by each student 


their different experiences in- 
creases the amount of talent and 
resources that can be applied to 
a particular area of need.

Conlon is eager to maintain 
and strengthen his team next year 
and encourages students to speak 
up more and more directly to his 
staff so he may better serve their 
immediate needs. 

Conlon’s new contract runs 
from June 1, 1982 through May 
31, 1983 at which time his per- 
formance will be evaluated by 
Dunham. Like all administrative 
positions, his performance will be 
evaluated by the entire commu- 
nity every three years.

New computer installed

On March 15, Clarke’s Old 
Faithful, the IBM 360/40 was 
finally shut down. The college has 
relied on it since 1977, when the 
Dubuque Packing Company do- 
nated it to Clarke. Replacing it is 
a brand new system — the IBM 
4331. 

This computer was launched 
by IBM as recently as January, 
1979. It wasn’t until a year later 
that the first deliveries were 
made. 

This new system is much 
smaller in size and cheaper to 
maintain and operate than the old 
one. The initial cost of installation 
is $200,000. It has several re- 
deeming features. For one, the 
memory is four times larger (1 
million bytes or 1 megabyte), and 
thus is capable of storing a lot 
more information. The 4331 
operates on a time-sharing sys- 

tem. In other words, input from 


Tuition rais 


Clarke students were notified 
last week of a tuition increase for 
the academic year 1982-83. The 
cost for next year’s tuition and 
fees will be $4,150, and according 
to Jim Pitz, business manager, 
this is a 14.9 percent hike from 
last year’s figure of $3,510. Pitz 
said that the increase is necessary 
in order to compensate for small- 
er increases the last several years. 

“Over the last three years, 
Clarke had one of the smallest 
percentage tuition increases of 


several terminals are stored on 
magnetic tape, until the central 
processing unit (CPU) is free to 
process it. This usually takes only 
a fraction of a second. Then the 
output is immediately printed on 
the terminal. This efficiently 
saves on computer time which is 
expensive. Eight terminals will be 
installed at the Computer Center 
for student use. And an additional 
five in the administrative offices; 
namely the Registrar’s, Student 
Accounts, Business, Admissions 
and the Alumni and Development 
offices. si 
The purchasing of this ad- 
vanced computer was necessary 
for Clarke as the Computer Sci- 
ence Department is fast expand- 
ing. Every year the percentage of 
incoming freshmen who choose 
computer science as their major 
is increasing. The old system was 
not meeting the demands as 
easily as the new system will be 
able to.
